2. The amendment filed on 29 July 2008 has been accepted and entered. Claims 
1-25 have been cancelled and claims 26-51 have been added. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see amendment filed 29 July 2008, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 1-25 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
these claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 26-51 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 26 and 36, these claims are allowable for reasons 
as set forth by the applicant in the communication filed on 29 July 2008, 
specifically those regarding the prior art failing to show, "an array of readout cells, 
each of which includes a digital counter unit for counting an output signal of the 
comparator unit that is proportional to a number of a number of electron/hole 
pairs generated by a photon in the respective photodetector diode." 

With respect to claim 44, this claim is allowable for at least the reasons of 
record as set forth by the examiner in the communication mailed on 29 April
